THREE LIVES LOST 


In a Missouri Pacific Collision 
Today. 


OCCURRED IN A BIG TUNNEL 


The Scene Was Five Miics East of 
Jefferson City —Tunnel Caved In 
and Wreck Took Fire. 


On e of the worst collision s the Mis 
;» ou ri Pacific has had in y ears occu r­ 
red between 7 an d 8 o’clock this fore­ 
n oon in the tu n n el fiv e miles east ot 
Jefferson City , an d three liv es were 
sacrificed, the v ictims bein g Con du c­ 
tor Chas. Shoemaker, who came from 
Otterv iile, 
an d 
Brakeman 
Charles 
AVey an t, who is also an ex tra con du c­ 
tor, an d Fran k Nev is. 
The collision 
was between 
two 
freig ht train s, the third section of No. 
174, which left the state capital i;t 
C» :20 o’clock, in charg e of Con du ctor 
Shoemaker, an d local train No. 10*2, 
in charg e of Con du ctor Sam Jon es. 
The su pposition is that third No. 
174 either “stalled” or broke in two 
in the'tu n n el. The crew that follow­ 
ed on No. 102 say there was n o flag 
ou t, so the train en tered the tu n n el at 
the u su al rate of speed, an d the col­ 
lision resu lted. 
To add to the seriou sn ess of the sit­ 
u ation , the wreck took fire, an d three 
or fou r cars of lu mber were con su med. 
Then , too, a portion of the tu n n el 
cav ed in , cau sed by the in ten se hear, 
an d the first in formation brou g ht to 
Sedalia was to the effect that sev eral 
hou rs 
wou ld 
of n ecessity hav e to 
t lapse before the track cou ld be clear­ 
ed.

A telephon e messag e from theJef- 
ierson Tribu n e to the Democrat stated 
that the body of Nev in s had been re­ 
cov ered, bu t the other tw'o bod’es were 
still in the wreck. 
So far as kn own here, n o other mem­ 
bers of the tw^o crews were hu rt. 
Bastbou n d train No. 6, which left, 
here at 10 o’clock this morn in g , ran 
to Jefferson City an d retu rn ed this af- 
lemoon as No. 5, the reg u lar No. 5 
bein g detain ed on the other side of 
the wreck. 
Train No. 1, du e here at 2:25 p. m., 
will come m ov er tn e M., K. & T., v ia 
Moberly , an d will likely n ot reach 
here* before h o’clock p. m. 
Bastbou n d train No. 2, which left 
here at 2 o’clock for St. Lou is, was 
sen t ov er the Katy , v ia Moberly , an d 
the Wabash. 
On ly meag re details of the collisioji 
were receiv ed at the compan y offices 
here, as Su pt. W. J. McKee wen t fo 
the scen e of the wreck this foien oon , 
an d will g et his own report of 
trou ble.

From 1881 to 1899 tbe mulatto re* 
public of Santo Domingo was gov­ 
erned despotically by President Heu- 
reaux, a .Tamaican negro adventurer. 
To maintain bis presidency so long he 
was obliged to raise numerous loans 
in New York, some of which are still 
unpaid. 
At la.si hi.s financial position became 
so acuto that he took to coining tin 
dollars, containing 9 cents’ worth of 
silver, which he issued to large em­ 
ployers of labor at 30 cents apiece. 
They, 
in turn, j>aid them 
to their 
workmen at the rate of 50 cents. 
When 2,000,000 of these dollars were 
in circulation the 
President 
issued 
4,000,000 of paper dollars, with no se­ 
curity behind them. 
They were soon 
so deprticiated that laborers were be­ 
ing paid as high as $10 a day (paper) 
and were starving with their pockets 
full of money. 
Most of Heureaux’s queer currency 
has been called in, but some,of his 
tin and paper dollars still circulate in 
the remoter parts of Santo Domingo.
